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\i the Meeting of the Education Committee on the 
22nd March, the Chairman submitted the Education 
(Special Eeligious Instruction) Bill, 1907 ; the Education 
{Administrative Provisions) Bill, 1907, and the Education 
(Provision for Vacation Schools and for Medical Inspec- 
tion and Treatment of School Children) Bill, 1907, when 
the following Eesolution was passed : '* That the Educa- 
tion (Administrative Provisions) Bill and the Bill to make 
provision for vacation schools and for the medical inspec- 
tion and treatment of school children be referred to the 
Sub-Committees concerned ; and this Committee records 
that on administrative grounds it would view with gravest 
concern the passing of the Education (Special Eeligious 
Instruction) Bill, 1907." 

The following resolution of the City Council was 
reported to the Education Committee at its Meeting on 
the 31st day of May : — " That the Education Committee 
be instructed to present a report not later than the first 
Meeting of the Council in July, formulating their policy, 
forecasting their expenditure, and indicating in what 
direction (if any) it can be curtailed ; and specifying that 
portion which is imj)osed upon them by the Board of 
Education, and that over which they have more or less 
iiidcpendent control." In compliance with this Eesolu- 
tion a Special Sub-Committee, consisting of the Chairman 
of the Education Committee, the Chairmen of the 
Elementary Education, Higher Education, Technical 
Education and Evening Schools, Special Schools, Sites 
and Buildings, and the Attendance, Finance and General 
Purposes Sub-Committees, together with the Chairmen of 
the Central, North and South District School Managers, 
were appointed for the purpose of preparing a draft report 
for submission to the Council. A Special Meeting of the 
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Education Committee was afterwards held, when a report 
of the Special Sub-Committee relative to the expenditure 
of the Committee on Education and showing the strict 
r^conomy exercised, was approved. This report was duly 
presented to, and approved by, the City Council at its 
Meeting on the 2nd day of July, and a Resolution was 
()a.ss(;d by the Council expressing the opinion that earnest 
attc3mpts should be made to keep any additional expendi- 
ture in proportion to increase in rateable value.

ELEMENTARY EDUCATION. 



Classes in 
Eacperimental 
Science for 
Teachers. 



The experiment tried in 1906 of establishing Classes 
in Experimental Science suitable to the requirements of 
Teachers in the Public Elementary Schools of the City, 
al;^^ tlie Laboratory attached to the Council School in Old- 
know Eoad, Small Heath, was greatly appreciated by the 
Tbachers. Classes were held respectively for Assistant 
Mistresses and Assistant Masters on Friday evenings and 
Saturday mornings and a desire was expressed that the 
experiment should be repeated, the classes to commence 
early in the year 1907, for teachers who had not had the 
opportunity of attending the previous course. It is 
anticipated tliat the Classes held this year will be equally 
successful. They are conducted by Mr. T. H. Dean, Chief 
Assistant Science Demonstrator, who takes a keen interest 
iii the work, and who grants a suitable Certificate at the 
end of the term.

In January, 1907, the Kegulation in regard to the 
promotion of Certificated Assistant Masters to the position 
of Chief Assistant in the Boys' Departments of the 
Council Schools was amended by making it possible for 
such Assistants to be eligible for promotion after two 
years' service under the Committee, instead of three. 
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The subjects taught in the Public Elementary Schools IJfJ^J^'fn 
of the City have received very careful consideration by the Birmingham. 
Elementary Education Sub-Committee, and in February 
last a very complete and comprehensive Report was pre- 
serted to the Education Committee for the purpose of 
removing public misapprehension as to the number of 
subjects having been increased in recent years. This 
Eeport, which was approved by the Education Committee, 
and subsequently adopted by the City Council, was printed 
us part of the Committee's Minutes, and it was also issued 
as a separate document.

was renewed for a further period of one year ending on the 
31st day of July, 1908. It was also arranged for a 
course of lectures on Voice Training during the same 
period. These lectures were given in the Autumn and 
were largely attended and much appreciated. 

For the Educational School year commencing lst|^°c« 
August, 1907, the Committee were able to arrange for 
some of the Science lessons given by the peripatetic 
staff in the Council Schools to be undertaken by the 
members of the ordinary School staff, under the super- 
vision of the Science Demonstrator, and as this had the 
effect of setting free some of the Science Demonstrators on 
certain days of the week, it was found possible to intro- 
duce the system of Science teaching into a few of the 
Voluntary Schools without the employment of extra 
teachers. The Committee hope to be able to extend this 
teaching to other Voluntary Schools in the near future.

HIGHER EDUCATION. 



At the end of December, 1906, the rooms which for 5^2?h?r^"en*tre 
some years had been occupied by the Council Pupil Teacher '°' ^*''^'* 
Centre for Girls at the Birmingham and Midland Institute 
were discontinued, and the Classes transferred to more 
commodious and better equipped premises in Oozells 
Street, formerly known as the George Dixon Secondary 
School, and which had been adapted to the purposes of a 
Pupil Teacher Centre. 

On the completion of the premises in Oozells Street, KS^d^pupii 
referred to in the preceding paragraph, the Birmingham S^gws i^"^ 
Church of England Pupil Teacher Centre was amalga- withcS^dr" 
mated with the Council Centre, the whole of the Girls 
being accommodated at the new Centre, and the staff from 
the Newton Street premises transferred to Oozells Street. 

In June, 1907, the Committee had under considera- Bursars and

tion the Eegulations issued by the Board of Education for Teachers, 
the Preliminary Education of Elementary School 
Teachers , viz. : — (a) Pupil Teachers Eegulations; (b) 
Bursary Eegulations ; and (c) Student-Teacher Eegula- 
tions. As an experiment, the Committee decided that, 
while continuing the present system of training boy Pupil

Teachers it was desirable to adopt the Regulations of the 
Tioard of Education in regard to Bursars and Student 
Teachers in respect gf a .few boys at King 
Edward's High School, who wished to become Teachers in 
Birmingham Public Elementary Schools. Under these 
Regulations, the Board of Education promise to pay a 
Grant of ^10 on account of each Bursar, increased by 
£5, or by half , the amovint of the .maintenance allowance 
(whichever may be the less), on account of each Bursar 
receiving a maintenance allowance. The Committee 
agreed to pay to the Bursar a maintenance allowance of 
±'22 10s. for the year, which is equal to the salary of a 
Pupil .{Teaqli^r in.tjie firgt ye.ar of .bis engagement, and to 
pg^y a salary Qf p626 fpr the .Stpdent-Teacher year. The 
.G^ant frgm.^tie Bpg^rd of rEducation will just be sufficient 
,to pay .the fee^ pf ^ach :EwrBar jat King .Edw^ard's, School. 

During ^Jie year of ^Bi|rsarship,tbe bpy.\vill^sp^nd.the 
whole of hi^ time at ^ing Edjward's Il^h .Sq^ioqI, .^.^cl, 
during the year of his Studeiit-Teacb§rship, at an |Ele- 
mentary School. 

The experiment agreed to l^y the Committee in Jijne, 
1904, in respect of the Higher E^ucati<jn of three pupils 
at the Edgbaston Institution for the .Blind beyond their 
sixteenth birthday has been sanctioned from year to ^^ear, 
and in June, 1907, the Coniniittee a^uthgrised the cqn- 
tinuance of two pupils until they attain the age of eighteen 
and one until be reaches , the age of seventeen y(?ars, at 
tjjie rate cjf £26 5s. per t^nni^m each.

The number of students on roll on 9th November 
cSoke*"a'*nd '^*^* ^^^ training in Coqkerj was 22, and for iraining p 
Laundry Work, j^g^^ndry Work, 6. Seventeen students have qualified in 
Cookery during the year and 14 in Laundry Work. 
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As the JQigher Education Sub-Couimittee are con- 
feidering the.fizture of the School, exhaustive reports were 
drawn up by the Sub-Committee managing the School in 
January and July dealing with the whole question of train- 
ing, together with summaries of information received: from 
other training schools in regard to their work and finances. 
It was recommended by the Sub-Committee that as the 
School trains students for the whole of the Midlands, the 
Authorities of the neighbouring countiss should be asked 
to take a share in the expenses of the School. This 
recommendation was approved, and negotiations were 
opened with the Warwickshire, Worcestershire, Stafford- 
shire and Shropshire Education Committees. The two 
latter Authorities have replied that they cannot see their 
wav to .make any contributions, and the other two 
Authorities, have, the matter ^till under consideration. 

rj,''he ,^oa|ird pf Education awarded. the sum of £94 Is. 
as the ampurit of grqnt payable in respect of attendances of 
students during the year 1905-06. This is the first year 
^hat a Goverrfm^nt. Grant has been awarded. to any Train- 
in£[ School of Domestic Science. 

Arrangements have been made during the year for 
the students to receive instruction under one of the Com- 
mittee's Science Demonstrators in the Elementary Science 
of Common Life and in Hygiene. Until this time the 
students attended classes in these subjects in the evening 
at the Birmingham and Midland Institute, but in 1907, 
the Board of Education required that all instruction must 
be given in the day time. 

In Julv the Sub-Con nnittee came to the conclusion 
that the arrangements niade in the previous year for the 
examination of the studc^nts by the National T'nion for 
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the Technical Education of Women in Domestic Science 
were not satisfactory, and it was accordingly decided to 
withdraw from the TTnion. Mrs. M. E. Pillow, of 
Norwich, was thereupon appointed our Examiner. This 
lady, who has already acted as Examiner of our Laundry 
Work students, is an experienced examiner, and the 
appointment duly received the approval of the Board of 
Education. 

The Kegulations for the Training of Teachers of 
Domestic Subjects were issued by the Board of Education 
for the first time as a separate document in August last. 
A summary of the most important of the Eegulations is 
as follows : — 

1. A separate system of grants applicable only to 

Training Schools for Teachers of Domestic 
Subjects has now been instituted. The sums 
of £7 will be paid for each student completing 
a course for a full Diploma for Cookery ; £S for 
Laundry Work, and £12 for a Diploma for 
Combined Domestic Subjects Cookery, 
Laundry Work, Housewifery). No grant will 
be paid in respect of students who re-enter for 
examinations in order to raise the class of their 
Diplomas. 

2. After July, 1908, the length of training for a 

Cookery Diploma will be increased from 840 to 
1,000 hours, including the time spent in 
Science. 

3. Students must declare when they enter the 

Training School that they intend eventually to 
become teachers of Domestic Subjects either in 
a Public Elementary School, or in some other 
School approved by the Board for the purpose. 



4. At least '25 per cent, of the expenditure of the 

school should be met from sources other than 
the Board's grant. 

5. The standard of marks for Examinations for 

Diplomas has boon raised. 

6. After July, 1908, the Authorities of the Training 

Schools should provide for the Examination <rf 
their students in Science, as well as for the 
teaching of the subject. 

In consequence of the issue of the new Regulations 
above referred to, it was found necessary to revise the 
fees to be charged in future for training, re-training and 
re-examination. The approval of the Board of Education 
having been obtained, the following training fees are now 
in operation : — The fee for Cookery Training has been 
increased to £30, to be paid in advance in three instal- 
ments of two sums of c£12 and one of f 6 ; the; fee for 
I^aundry Work Training has been increased to £12, pay 
able in advance, both fees to include Science Instruction 
and Examination fees. 



On the recommendation of the Vice-Principal of the Award of 

^ Scholarships. 

Birmingham University, the Iiowlinson Major Scholar- 
ship, offered for competition this year, was awarded to 
Eeginald A. Brown, of King Edward's School, New 
Street, and formerly a scholar at King Edward's Grammar 
School, x\ston, and the Loxton Street Council School. 
This Scholarship is of the annual valm^ of £25, tenable for 
a period of three years. The following Maintenance 
Scholarships at Secondary Schools were awarded on the 
results of Competitive Examinations held by the Com- 
mittee, or on the recommendations of the Head Teachers 
of the Secondary Schools (Council and King Edward's) of 
the City :—

SESSION 1906-7. 

The Session opened with a School of 254 boys. The 
numbers in the School have for the last two years been 
approximately stationary, owing to the fact that the 
accommodation is limited by the number of class rooms, 
but the numbers in the upper forms show a marked 
increase. The sixth form numbered 30 as against 19 the 
previous year. On acount of the formation of a Prepara- 
tory Form one of the first year forms had to be omitted, 
and the School therefore consisted of : —

After Christmas tlie numbers in the First Year and 
Preparatory Forms were increased to 82 and 30 respec- 
tively. 

At Christmas the Annual Conversazione was held and 
the plays of 'Twelfth Night*' in English, and 
*'Wilhe]m Tell" in German, were produced. A very 
large number of parents attended, and many members 
of the Committee and of other educational establishments 
were present. 

The Athletic Sports were held at the Eeddings and 
v/ere again a great success, both as a School function and 
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from the point of view of athletics. Over 160 boys actually 
competed at the Sports, and one School record was 
broken. 

Swimming Sports were held, and considerable enthu- 
siasm displayed. Over a dozen boys have now obtained 
their silver medal for swimming half a mile. The 
swimming in the School at present is distinctly good. 

The School is divided into districts (North, South, 
East, West and Country) for sports, etc., and a shield 
given for competition. It was won first by the Country 
district ; last year by the South. 

The Literary and Debating Society, Photographic 
Society, and Chess and Draughts Club, have met with a 
good measure of support, and the School Magazine has 
continued to flourish. 

During the Spring and Summer a number of cycling 
excursions to places of historic interest were organised. 

At the end of the year two boys passed the London 
Matriculation in the First Division, and two passed the 
Eirminghanl Matriculation in the Second Division. At 
present nine old boys are students at the University of 
Birmingham, and of these three have received internal 
exhibitions.

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J)ivi8ion, Bill and Balcon, Form VI., Follows, A. E., 
Form v., all passed in the 2nd Division, and three boys 
failed. 

Three boys from Form VI. were entered for the 
Examination in September for the Birmingham Chamber 
of Commerce Scholarship of £60 a year for three years, 
tenable at Birmingham University, and one of them, O. 
O. Bill, Head Prefect and Captain of School, was success- 
ful in winning this Scholarship. 



Boysproceeding Two boys left the School at the end of the Summer 
Term, and one during the Winter Term, 1907, to enter 
the University, Bill (on a Scholarship, taking up Com- 
merce), lies (an Exhibitioner, taking up Science), and 
Follows, A. E. (fee-paying student, taking up a mixed 
Science course to qualify for a Diploma in Agriculture). 



School Clubs. The various School Clubs have been well supported 

and all are able to report a very successful year. The 
Chess and Draughts Club numbers 19 members, and good 
progress is being made in both games. The Country and 
Camera Club was successfully started in the Spring Term 
and now numbers 160 members. It is affiliated with ihe 
Birmingham Naturalists' Field Club and we acknowledge 
with gratitude much help and encouragement from that 
Club. Separate sections have been formed so that 
specialisation can be attempted, i.e., Photographic Sec- 
tion, Field Club Section, Geological and Astronomical 
Section, etc. Meetings for discussion, reading of papers, 
interchange of specimens, etc., are held every week, and 
periodical outings are also arranged. It is gratifying to 
be able to report that much good work has been done. 
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A small but vigorous Gymnastic Club has been 
lormed, the members of which meet regularly in the 
•Gymnasium for more advanced practice than is given in 
the regular School courses. 

No playing field has yet been secured, so the only 
sports possible for the boys are Badminton and a form of 
hockey, very much modified and restricted on account of 
the small size of the playgrounds. 

The School Magazine entitled The Crown was ^*«***"®- 
founded towards the end of the Summer Term, 1907, and 
immediately proved a pronounced success. It is issued 
twice a term and the circulation in the Boys' and Girls' 
Schools is now close upon 600. 

The School was well represented at the Birmingham Athletic Sfwits 
and District Secondary Schools Joint Sports Meeting 
•early in the Summer T(3rm and took third place on aggre- 
gate points. 

Through the courtesy of the Kev. E. F. M. 
MacCarthy, the School was granted the use of the Five 
Ways Grammar School Playing Field for the purpose of 
holding an Athletic Sports Meeting on July 26th, and 
hearty thanks are due to several members of the Educa- 
tion Committee, frienas of the School and parents of the 
boys for their response to the appeal for subscriptions to 
meet the expenses of what proved to be a most successful 
and valuable School function. It is hoped that this will 
•become an annual fixture. 

Prize Day, July 27th, 1907, brought to a satisfactory ^rizeDa>'. 
•conclusion the first year's work in the new buildings. An 
•evening meeting was held, presided over by Mr. A. H. 
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Coley, the School was thrown open for inspection by 
parents and friends, and at the conclusion of a short vocal 
concert given by the boys, Professor Heath distributed 
the prizes and delivered a striking and helpful address to 
the crowded audience. 

THE GEORGE DIXON COUNCIL SECONDARY GIRLS ' SCHOOL. 

The School continues to increase in numbers, especi- 
ally in the Upper Classes; the highest class is twice as 
large as it was last year. 

During the year 16 girls passed either the Oxford or 
Cambridge Junior Local Examinations, 8 of whom were 
placed in honours. One of them, who received 1st class, 
honours, was 177th out of more than 8,000 candidates, and 
two of them were among 85 boys and girls, out of all these, 
whose papers were distinguished for English. Three girls 
passed the Matriculation Examination of the Birmingham 
University, two being placed in the 1st division. It is 
satisfactory to note that two of these scholars are still con- 
tinuing their education in the School. 

Twenty-two girls passed an entrance examination for 
Pupil Teachers and passed on to P. T. Centres in the town 
or district. Arrangements have been made by which girls 
who have definitely decided on a commercial or domestic- 
calling, can, at the end of the second year of the course, 
so far specialise in their studies as to take up Commercial 
work, or else give extra time to Cookery and Needlework, 
instead of continuing Latin. This year, three girls are pre- 
paring to be Cookery teachers, and 8 or 9 are getting ready 
to take ix)sitions as clerks. The rest are continuing in the 
general course. 
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Physical exercises and sports have received much 
attention during the year. Swedish drill is regularly taken 
in every class by a qualified mistress. Tennis was played 
in the playground and neighbouring parks, throughout the 
summer, and many nature-study walks and paper-chases 
were organised. This year, too, a swimming class was 
commenced. This proved very popular, and many girls 
have already learnt to swim very well. 

The health of the School, as shown by the remarkably 
high average attendance, has been extremely good. 

Some friends gave a concert in the spring, in aid of 
the School Fund. All the money realised — and more 
besides — was devoted to defraying University examination 
fees. 

The prizes were distributed in October by Professor 
Hughes, who gave a most interesting address on the occa- 
sion, which was greatly enjoyed by a large and enthusiastic 
gathering of parents and friends. 

The " Old Girls " Association continues to flourish. 
Three very successful meetings have been held during the 
year, one of which took the forni of a country excursion. 
The interest taken in the school by old scholars and former 
members of the staff is very pleasing. 

The Girls' School has joined with the Boys' in inaugu- 
rating a School Magazine, The Crown, which already gives 
promise of great success and usefulness.

School. The elementary portion was abolished, Form I. 
becoming a preparatory class to the Secondary School 
proper, which pupils enter at about twelve years of age. As 
an immediate result, the aim of the whole School has been 
simplified. As at present organised, the School offers a 
sound general education for boys and girls from about 
eleven to seventeen years of age, the curriculum including 
the four years' course specifically set out in the Eegula- 
tions for Secondary Schools, and in addition a year of 
previous preparation and a year of further study. 

The Board of Education has fixed the acconmaodation 
at 460, and the School was practically full during the 
session, the average attendance being 439. The general 
health and regularity of attendance of both pupils and 
teachers were satisfactory. 

The StafiE suffered few changes during the year. Miss 
Gibson, B. A. , B.Litt. , left at the beginning of the session 
to take up a position in the Aberystwyth University, and 
Miss Swan was appointed to fill the vacancy. Miss 
Andrews was appointed to take the Girls' Physical Exer- 
cises, and Messrs. Wells and Bradley, of the Birmingham 
Athletic Institute, to take charge of the Boys' Physical 
work. It has been found possible under these better con- 
ditions to give more individual attention to the children, 
and to secure the interest of parents to a greater extent 
than formerly. 

The School games have flourished greatly during the 
year and many happy, healthy hours have been spent on 
the field in Hobmoor Lane. 

The Cricket, Tennis, Football, and Hockey Clubs all 
had good seasons, and the Swimming Club was as useful as 
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ever. The School is specially indebted to the untiring work 
of Mr. Davies, Mr. Barker, Mr. Eobbins and Mr. Hall on 
the Playing Field. 

During the Session a Literary and Social Society was sSsTety.^*^^ 
started in connection with the three top Forms in the 
School. A number of very interesting meetings were held, 
and the Society is flourishing during the present session. 
The members of the Staff have from the first interested 
themselves in this Society, and greatly contributed to its 
usefulness.

better basis, and warm thanks are due to Miss Dale for the 
trouble she took in connection with them. Her advice 
and help were extremely valuable.

The greatest drawback to work in this, as in former g^en^taw

years, was the tendency to remove bright children from^"P"^ 
school at about fourteen years of age. While there has 
been an improvement in this respect, which the 
new Entrance Forms will doubtless emphasise, it is still a 
thing of regrettable frequency. In some cases it seems 
unavoidable, but it is not always so. 

The question of Home Work hao been seriously con- Home wort 
sidered by the Staff, and it has been laid down as a principle 
that it must on no account unduly interfere with a child's 
leisure. The attainment of ideal conditions with regard to 
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Home Work is one of the hard problems in school manage- 
ment. On the one hand, it has an excellent effect on the 
child, and on the other, it may press with undue severity 
on him — and more especially on her. 

K^miMition '^^^ results of the School work, as measured by 

and fist Pupnl University and other examinations last year, can only be 
described as very satisfactory. 

Twelve past and present pupils matriculated at Bir- 
mingham University ; and Raymond Eainsford very 
creditably won an Entrance Scholarship. The successes 
of old pupils attending the University were very marked. 
Three graduated in Science, with honours in Physics, 
Mathematics, and Chemistry, respectively. Mr. G. W. 
Todd won a University Scholarship in Science worth .£50, 
and Mr. E. W. Bliss won the Corbett Scholarship, worth 
about £28, given to the most promising student in Mathe- 
matics. 

Three others graduated in Arts, Miss Lilian Fitter 
obtaining honours in several subjects and a University 
Scholarship worth £50, as well as the Austin Prize in 
Mathematics. Miss Edith Beddows halved the University 
Scholarship (value £30) given to second years' students. 

Among other successes have been two at the Chartered 
Institute of Accountants' Examinations, and six at the 
Teacher's Certificate Examinations. As in former years, 
the successes of old pupils in Art Examinations have been 
very creditable, two Bronze Medals, a National Book Prize 
and eight Commendations being gained in the National 
Competition. This is the most brilliant list of successes 
that the school has yet won in any single year.

A— MUNICIPAL TECHNICAL SCHOOL. 






The session of 1906-7 at the Municipal Technical 
School oj>ened on the 16th September, 1906, being the 
sixte^rrnth vear of the School* s existence.

In the first half of the session the attendance was 
slightly less than at the corresponding period of the 
previous year. In October, 1906, the average class 
attendances per week were 5,333, as compared wit^ 
•0,576 in October, 1905, showing a decrease of '243, or 
about 4*35 per cent. In February, 1907, the numbers 
wr,*re 3,963, as compared with 3,931 in the previous 
Februarj', so that although in the first half of the session 
there was a decrease in the attendances, in the second 
half there was a slight increase, viz., 32, or "81 per cent. 
Comparing the ratio of the February attendances to those 
of Octobcfr for the two s(»8sions, the figures for the session 
KPder review were 74*31 per cent., as against 70*49 for the 
previous session, an increase of nearly 4 i^er cent. A 
statement is given on page 68, showing the average 
number of weekly attendances in the various Departments 
of the School for the months of October, 1906, and 
Februar}^ 1907, together with comparative figures for the 
same periods of the previous year. 

There was a slight decrease in the number of 
individual students attending the classes during the 
session, compared with the preceding one, the total being 
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3,771 as against 3,803 in 1905-6, a diminution of 32, or '84 
per cent. A return is given on page 69, showing not only 
the number of individuals, but also the number of classes 
attended weekly by students. 

During the summer months special classes were, asg^™^Y 
in previous years, held at the School. Eighteen different 
subjects of instruction were given, the number of lessons 
amounted to 255, and the class entries were 572. In the 
summer of 1906 there were classes in 22 subjects, the 
lessons given numbered 277, and the class entries 569. 
Among the new subjects taken were Fitting and Turning 
and Cookery. 

Afternoon courses for Apprentices were held upon the Afternoon 

^ ^ ^ Courses. 

same lines as in the previous year. Twenty-three students 
attended in the Electrical and Mechanical Engineering 
Departments, as compared with 30 for the previous 
session, while in the Metallurgical Department there were 
11 students, being one less than last year. In, the special 
afternoon classes held in the Chemistry Department there 
was an entry of 36 students, as against 49 in the previous 
session. At the afternoon classes for Women held in 
Cookery, Dressmaking, etc., there were in all 151 
students, as compared with 152 last year. 

The prizes gained by the students during the session iMs^ribuUon 
were distributed in the School Hall on Thursday, the 21st 
November, 1907, when Sir Oliver Lodge, D.Sc, LL.D., 
F.E.S., made the distribution and delivered an interesting 
address entitled " Outlook on Life." There was a crowded 
attendance at the gathering, which was presided over by 
the Right Honourable the Lord Mayor, Councillor H. J.

In addition to the prizes given in former years by 
Birmingham manufacturers, trade societies, and private 
donors, and renewed for the present session, the following 
new prize was received, viz., £1 Is., in the subject of

Co., while the following additional prizes were also 
received, viz. : — Mr. W. Waters Butler, extra prizes to 
the amount of £1 Is. in the subjects of Electro Plating 
and Metal Colouring; and Dr. John Eobertson, Medical 
Ofi&cer of Health, prizes to the value of £6 in connection 
with the special course of instruction in Practical Sanita- 
tion.

The amount of Grant received from the Board of 
Education during the session amounted to dG3,275 14s. 6d., 
being the amount awarded in respect of the attendances at 
the classes during the session 1905-6. This amount is

ing the following results, viz. : — 



In Stage 1, 156 papers were worked, as compared 
with 86 in 1906, an increase of 70, the percentage of 
passes being 8012, as against 88*37. In Stage 2, 217 
papers were worked, as compared with 226 in the previous 
year. The passes were 71*42 per cent., as against 73*44 
in 1906. 105 papers were worked in Stage 3, as com- 
pared with 80 in the previous year, being an increase of 
25, whilst the percentage of passes was 56*18, as against 
57*5 in 1906. 
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Two King's Prizes of the value of £2 each were ^Jj^jJ^^^ 
gained by students at the examinations by the Board of ^^*''^' 
Education, but one of them was withdrawn by the Board 
owing to the student not having fulfilled certain regula- 
tions respecting previous attendance at classes in the 
subject. The other prize, for which the student was 
fully eligible, was in the subject of Botany, Stage 2. 

A student of the School was also successful in obtain- 
ing a Free Studentship — Group A, Mechanics — tenable 
for three years at the Eoyal College of Science, London; 
also a Whitworth Exhibition, of the value of £50, tenable 
for one year at the Eoyal College of Science, London. 

Those students of the School who attended the Tech- l^^SS 
nological Examinations held by the City and Guilds of 
London Institute obtained the following results : — The 
number of papers worked at these examinations was 366, 
as against 364 in 1906, an increase of 2. The percentage 
of passes was 5410, as compared with 51*37, and the 
failures 45*90, as against 48*62 for the previous year. The 
following two distinctions have been gained by students 
of the School on the results of the foregoing examinations, 
viz. : The Ironmongers' Company's 2nd Prize (£1 10s. 
and Bronze Medal) in Iron and Steel Manufacture, Ordi- 
nary Grade ; and the Institute's 2nd Prize (£1 and Bronze 
Medal) in the subject of Mechanical Engineering (Fitters' 
Work) Ordinary Grade. 

At the class examinations, which are conducted by ^^^l^j^j^^i^^j^g 
the teachers of the classes or by examiners specially 
appointed by the Committee, 1,334 students sat, as com- 
pared with 1,320 in the previous session; the percentage 
of passes amounted to 76*97 as against 73*03 last year. 
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Practical 

Sanitation 

Course. 



The course of instructioD in Practical Sanitation 
v^-hich commenced two years ago has again proved success- 
ful. This class, which lasts from September to July, is 
designed for the training of students to be Health 
Inspectors or otherwise engaged 4n Public Health work^ 
including w^omen intending to become Public Health 
Visitors. There were 27 students in Part I., and 26 in 
Part II. of the course. At the conclusion of the same an 
examination was held in Birmingham by the Sanitary 
Inspectors' Examination Board. Seven students took this 
examination, air of whom succeeded in passing, and thus 
obtained the certificate issued by that body.

Library. 



The report of the Librarian shows that the number 
of books in the School Library at the end of the session 
amounted to 3,102 volumes. During the year 142 addi- 
tions were made. 



Public Interest 
in School. 



During the past year there have been several gratify- 
ing; instances of the interest taken in the w^ork of the 
School by Associations representing various industries in 
Birmingham. This is evidenced by the fact that during the 
year conferences were held at the School w4th regard to 
the technical training of students connected with the 
Brassworking, Gun Making and Metal Plate Trades. 



Classes for 
Brassworkers. 



The question of the adequate provision of technical 
education for Brassworkers has for some time been under 
consideration, and has been the subject of much discussion 
among representatives of the trade. On the 3rd December. 
1906, a deputation was received by the Sub-Committee 
from the Brassmaslers' Association, and a proposal to 
establish a Special School for Brassworkers in Birming- 
litim was discussed. It was stated that a guarantee fund 
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had been raised by members of the brass trade but that 
the amount was not sufficient to make it practicable to 
start such a school in a self-contained building, as origi- 
nally proj^xDsed. The co-ojx)ration o^the managers of the 
Municipal Technical School and the Municipal School of 
Art was sought by the Association with the view of 
arranging for the mechanical and scientific parts of the 
teaching work to be done at the Municipal Technical 
School, and for the art portion of the work to be done at 
the Municipal School of Art. It Was also suggested that 
a small Sub-Committee of the Brassmaster's Association 
should act as an advisory committee in connection with 
the classes. As a result of this conference a course of 
instruction in mechanical brasswork has been arranged at 
the Technical School, and with the help and advice of the 
Brassmasters' Association, teachers have been engaged for 
the classes. The classes were opeued in September, 1907, 
when applications for admission were received from 127 
students. The work of these classes is arranged in three 
stages, (*ach stage comprising a course of classes involving 
attendance on three evenings per week. The subjects of 
instruction include workshop work, lectures on brasswork, 
metallurgy and metal colouring, mechanical drawing, 
measurements, etc. It is gratifying to add that in several 
cases the fees of the students are being paid by the firm 
from which the students come, and that one firm has sent 
a large number of its junior assistants, is paying the whole 
of the fees, and is making a generous offer of prizes. The 
Committee of the Brassmasters' Association is in various 
ways showing continuous interest in the Classes. 

On the 14th Januar}^ 1907, a deputation was received Birm^ham 
by the Sub-Committee from the Birmingham Gunmakers' Association. 
Association and the Birmingham School of Gunmaking. 
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The deputation stated that they waited upon the Sub- 
Committee with the view of discussing the possibility of 
reorganising the School of Gunmaking as a day trade 
school, and of obtaining the co-operation of the Technical 
School authorities in regard to the control and financial 
support of such school. Conferences afterwards took place 
between the Principal and Messrs. Bonehill and Scott 
with regard to the proposal made. Apart from the 
financial questions, the practical difificulty of securing for 
youths in the trade the necessary facilities to attend 
classes in the daytime appears to constitute an obstacle 
which cannot be immediately surmounted. 

Subset at ^ In consequence of the overcrowded state of the class- 

Branch Schools. ^^^^^ ^^ ^^^ Tcchuical School, and the difficulty of accom- 
modating all the classes required, the Sub-Committee 
have had under consideration the possibility of establishing 
preparatory classes in other buildings under the control 
of the Education Committee. By making such arrange- 
ments for the junior classes, additional space can be 
secured for the advanced classes at the School in Suffolk 
Street. It is also considered necessary to urge the junior 
students attending the science classes of the School to 
arrange their work more systematically than has been. the 
case in the past. In connection with the artisan classes, 
marked success has been attained with organised courses 
of study, and no difficulty has been found in securing the 
attendance of artisan students on two or more evenings 
per Aveek. Many of the younger students in science 
subjects only attend the School on one evening per week 
and take one class only, with the result that the teacher 
las to spend too much time in explaining matters which 
should be studied in other classes, while the students, 
through lack of suitable preparation, are unable either to 
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follow properly the work or to proceed to a higher stage of 
the subject in the following session. The expenditure 
involved in teaching such students is, to a great extent, 
wasted. At a meeting held on the 3rd December, 1906, a 
:ijmall Sub-Committee was appointed to visit other towns 
with the view of obtaining information as to the co-ordina- 
tion between the Evening Schools and the Technicrl 
School of the teaching in the science and technical sections 
of such work. Visits were made to Manchester and 
Leeds, and as a result of the enquiries in those cities it 
was eventually decided to establish in connection with the 
Municipal Technical School two Branch Technical 
Schools at the Waverley Eoad and George Dixon Council 
Secondary Schools respectively. 

The work to be done in these Branch Schools is to be 
arranged as a three-evening course of study. The subjects 
are : Experimental Mathematics, Mechanical Drawing, 
and Elementary Science. One evening is devoted to each 
subject. The student is not allowed to take one subject 
only, but must undertake to attend regularly on at least 
two evenings per week. x\n extra class in Mechanical 
Drawing is also arranged at each Branch School in order 
to relieve the pressure on the accommodation at the 
Central School. 

The Headmasters of the two Schools named — Mr. H. 
K. Frew, B.Sc, and Mr. A. H. Angus, B.Sc. — were 
appointed Directors of the new Branch Classes. The 
classes have commenced very satisfactorily, the class 
attendances per week at the two schools numbering nearly 
300 during the opening weeks. 

As an essential part of the above scheme to secure Beguiations 

for Junior 

better organisation of the preparatory work of the School, students, 
the Sub-Committee has laid down two new regulations 
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applicable to the younger students wishing to attend 
classes. One of these enacts that all students under 1& 
y^ars of age, other than workshop students, must take 
the preparatory course at one of the two Branch Schools,, 
unless they can satisfy the Principal, by passing an 
entrance exanjinatuMi or otherwise, that they are qualified 
to join the more advanced clashes at the Central School. 
A further r^egulation declares that all students under the 
age of 18, whether taking the preparatory <3ourse or not,, 
must undentake to attend the School Classes for at least 
two eveniags jier week as a condition of their being 
admitted. At the commencement of the session an 
entrance examination was imposed on over 150 junior 
students. Of these over 100 were found to be insufficiently 
prepared, and were advised to join the preparatory courses 
at the Waverley Eoad and George Dixon Schools. 

Class Changes. jjj^ September, 1906, a course of instruction in Gas 

Manufactture was established at the School in consequence 
of an application for such a class received from 
the Midland Association of Oas Managers. The class 
]jroved highly suooessfui in point of numbers, but it was 
ibund impossible to cover the necessary ground in one 
course of lectures consisting of one hour's work per week 
for the session. Arrangements have accordingly now been 
inade to divide the class into two sections, viz. : (1) A 
course of lectures in Gas Manufacture (Engineering Sec- 
tion), for which the services, of the present teacher (Mr. 
W. G. S. Cranmer) have been continued, and (2) a new 
course in the Chemistry of Gas Manufacture, consisting 
of a lecture of one hour in both the Ordinary and Honours 
Grades, followed by about three hours' practical work in 
the Chemical Laboratory on a second evening. For this 
course Mr. W. B. Davidson, M.A., D.Sc., Ph.D., F,I,C.,. 
has been engaged as Lecturer. 
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The Workshop Classes for Gasfitters, which have 
been carried on very successfully for several years, and 
which were attended almost exclusively by the young 
employes of the Gas Department, have been discontinued, 
owing to the fact that this instruction is now being given 
under the management and at the expense of the Gas 
Committee. 

It has been necessary to sub-divide several classes 
owing to the number of stud^its. This has been specially 
the case in the subjects of Mathematics and Machine 
Drawing. A new class for young employes in the Iron- 
mongery Tra^ has been established and is largely 
attended. 

On the 15th April, 1907, a tender was accepted from Testing

The centres at which Evening Classes were ht^ld from 
September, 1906, to March, 1907, numbered 25, and were 
identical with those of the preceding session. 

As reasonable numbers of students from the Bristol 
Street Classes in Elementary, Intermediate and Advanced 
French, Elementary, Intermediate and Advanced Ger- 
man, and Elementary Esperanto expressed a strong desire 
for such classes to be continued during the summer 
months, it was decided to comply with the request. Those 
classes were, therefore, kept open on one evening per 
week from April to July, 1907, and a fee of half-a-crown 
was charged for such period. Attendances during the 
extended period are included in the following tabulated

The number of such pupils who were admitted 
to the Evening Schools was 952, as compared with 1,008 
for the previous session. 

Reference to the comparative statistics on pa.ge 75 
V ill show that a marked diminution took place during the 
session in the number of hours devoted to Vocal Music, 
Eeading, Writing, Composition, and Arithmetic, while 
there was a large increase in the number of hours given to 
i*'oreign Languages, Manual Instruction, Domestic sub- 
jects, Mathematics, and Mechanical Drawing. The 
number of hours for Commercial and Science subjects 
were fairly proportionate to those for the previous session. 

The Government Inspectors' Reports testified to most Government 

Reports and 

satisfactory work having been done in the various schools Grants, 
during the session, and the amount of Grant awarded was 
£3,467 3s. 6d., or £1 1^. 3d. per unit of average attend- 
ance. The corresponding figures for the session 1905-6 
were £3,628 15s. Od. and £1 Os. 4'6d. respectively. 

A communication was sent to the Board of Education 
on 19th November, asking for a reconsideration of the 
Grants awarded the previous month in respect of the 
Language and Commercial Classes at the Bristol Street 
Centre on the grounds of the inadequacy of the awards. 
The matter is still under the consideration of the Board. 

The number of students who sat in March and April, Midland

Union of Educational Institutions was 771, an increase of 
30 over the corresponding number for the previous year. 
The subjects taken were : English, Esperanto, French,

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writing, Magnetism and Electricity, Practical Mathe- 
matics, Geometrical Drawing, Woodwork, Metal work,. 
Book-keeping, Shorthand, Commercial Correspondence^ 
Needlework, Dressmaking, Millinery. 

Where the numbers of students were sufficient, 
classes in the various subjects were continued after the 
end of the session until the dates of the examinations. 

The examination results, which were very satisfac- 
tory, were as follow : 209 passes in the first class, and 354 
in the second class. The percentage of total passes was 
73, and was the same as that for the previous session. 
Twelve prizes were also won, an increase of five upon the 
number for the session 1905-6.

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Arrangements were made in January, 1907, whereby 
the whole of the Boys' and Girls' Departments of the 
Bristol Street School could be utilised for Evening School 
purposes on four evenings per week for the ensuing 
session. 

Early in 1907 a conference was held by Members of Jj^iments, 
the Sub-Committee with the Head Teachers of the Com- ^•*"^° ^^'''■ 
mittee's Evening Schools, and visits were paid to the 
Evening Schools of Manchester and Leeds. As a result 
of the enquiries, the following changes and improvements 
were decided upon : — 

(1) To hold Technical Evening Classes at the 

George Dixon and Waverley Eoad Council 
Secondary Schools. 

(2) To make certain alterations with regard to the 

advertising of the Evening Schools. 

(3) To provide for Practical Mathematics and 

Mechanical Drawing in an increased number 
of the Evening Schools.

in regard to foreign languages. 

The Prize Scheme for Evening Schools was revised in 
July, 1907, and provision made for awards to be given 
not only for attendance and good work, but also for first- 
class successes at recognised Public Examinations.

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Arrangements have been made for the Heneage Street g ®"*iai g®hooi 
Temporary School to be closed, and to transfer the schools def^tw^'^" 
and teachers early in January, 1908, to the premises ^*'*^^'*"* 
adapted for a Special School in Gem Street, where the 
accommodation will be for 130 mentally-defective children, 
an increase of 70 places. 

The Annual Eeport of the After-care Sub-Committee J^^^jj, 
is published in a separate document. The result of the ®"^*^®™™*^*®®* 
Labour Bureau established by the After-care Committed 
is very disappointing, but it clearly proves that a large 
percentage of the feeble-minded need permanent care in 
Homes and Colonies. Visits were made to 33 cases with

The maximum salary of Teachers in charge of a 
Special School consisting of more than one class, and 
having the direction of an Assistant, is £10 per annum 
higher than stated above. 

Manual Work for the mentally-defective has been 
developed with very satisfactory results during the year. 
The Committee have appointed two tailors to give 
instruction to the mentally-defective boys attending the 
George Street West and Wright Street Special Schools, 
and a boot-maker for the boys at the Bristol Street Special 
School. 
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In August, 1907, the Board of Education issued Eegu- J[®„g^^;d 
lations in one volume applicable to Special Schools for^^^^^**^? 
Blind, Deaf, Defective and Epileptic Children. The most special schools, 
important change introduced is that the Board of Educa- 
tion have taken power to recognise either as Head Teachers 
or as Assistant Teachers in Schools for Blind, Deaf, 
Mentally-defective, Cripples, and Epileptics, persons who 
do not possess any forms of qualification which were ex- 
pressly mentioned in previous regulations, and who might 
not be eligible for recognition in ordinary Elementary 
Schools. The Board are prepared to consider applications 
for the recognition of any certificate that may be shown to 
them to give sufficient evidence of qualifications for this 
work, and, for the present, also applications for the recog- 
nition of persons who, while not possessing any definite 
certificate have proved themselves to be, in fact, competent 
teachers. The building rules have also been amended, and 
less floor space is required than formerly, 15 square feet of 
floor space per child in' average attendance must be pro- 
vided, except in the case of Schools for Physically-defec- 
tive Children, when 18 square feet per child will be 
required. 

An Evening School for Deaf Girls and Women was Evening school 
opened at the Moseley Eoad School on 16th September, and women.

ima^n Heath. Further school accommodation in the north-eastern 

portion of the Small Heath district is found to be 
necessary, owing to the increasing population of the 
district and the pressure on existing schools. Negotia- 
tions are proceeding for the purchase of a site to the east 
of the junction of Mansel Eoad with Coventry Eoad, and 
public notice has been given of the intention of the 
Committee to provide a new school for a thousand 
children. 

Sch^S?saitiey. '^^^ plaus for this proposed new school were approved 

by the Board of Education in July last. The School has 
been designed with frontages to Leigh Eoad and Warren 
Eoad, Wash wood Heath, and it has been arranged in two 
departments, accommodating 700 in the Mixed Depart- 
ment and 300 in the Infants' Department. The Mixed 
Department will have a hall 70 feet by 30 feet, lighted 
from one side, and 14 classrooms for 50 children in each. 
This department will have four entrances and exits, two 
at each end, and cloakrooms and lavatories for boys and 
girls. Eooms will be provided for the Head Master and 
for the men and women Assistant Teachers, together 
with private lavatories and large stockroom. The Infants' 
Hall, size 50 feet by 20 feet, will be lighted by windows 
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on one side, and will be partly surrounded by six class- 
rooms, each accommodating 50 children. Two entrances 
will be provided, each having an adjacent cloakroom and 
lavatory. A separate cloakroom will be provided for the 
babies, and rooms for Head Mistress and Assistant 
Teachers, together with lavatory and stockroom, will be 
placed at the west end. Advantage has been taken of the 
fall of the ground to provide covered playgrounds in the 
basement for boys and girls. A small preparation room 
for Science subjects will be placed at the east end. A 
room for use as a Cookery and Laundry Centre, accom- 
modating 54 at demonstration and 18 at practice, will be 
provided in the basement, and will be approached from the 
girls' playground and will have a separate entrance, cloak- 
room and lavatory. A Woodworking Centre will be placed 
in the north-east comer of the boys' playground, having 
benches for 40 boys, and there will be a cloakroom and 
lavatory and separate heating cellar. It is proposed to 
ventilate the buildings by means of fans placed in the 
basement, which will extract the foul air from the rooms 
and corridors and draw it up a tower about 48 feet in 
height, in the centre of which will be placed the smoke 
flue from the boilers which heat the building. Fresh 
air will be admitted to the building through opening 
windows and air grates placed behind the radiators. The 
estimate of the cost of the school building, including the 
Manual Instruction Centre, the Cookery Centre, and the 
whole of the furuiture, is £19,500.

Owing to the number of applications for admission at 
the Foundry Road School, the teachers in the Upper 
Department have for some time experienced difficulty in 
keeping the average attendance within the accommoda- 
tion, and the Board of Education have allowed the central 
hall to be used for two classes as a temporary expedient. 
The Handsworth New Eoad Council School is also full, 
and there are a number of children residing in the district 
who are unable to obtain admission. It has been decided 
to a3d one classroom to each of the Upper Departments 
of these schools. 



Council A new cloakroom for girls is being provided at the 

Couucil School in Dartmouth Street ; and further lavatory 
accommodation for teachers is also being provided at the 
Schools in Allcock Street, Moseley Eoad, and Mary Street, 
while at the last-named School it has been necessary to 
reconstruct a portion of the School drains. 
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The extended period for which a scheme in connec- Jchooi?^wear 
tion with the Wear and Tear, Fuel, Lighting and ^Jg^hSng'^nd'^* 
Cleaning of Voluntary Schools was adopted by the ^®*'**"*^* 
Education Committee expired in March, and the Scheme 
having been fbund to work satisfactorily, has now been 
adopted. The following is a copy of the Scheme : — 

(a) That the Education Committee bear the 
whole of the cost of fuel and water consumed in the 
Voluntary Schools, and also the triennial cleaning 
and painting of the interior of the buildings, on 
condition that the^ Managers pay for all the gas 
consumed. 

(b) That the repairs to Day School furniture in 
Voluntary Schools be undertaken by the Education 
Committee, provided that any damage done to the 
said furniture out of school hours be made good by 
the Managers of the Voluntary Schools. 

(c) That the wages of the Voluntary School 
Caretakers and Cleaners be paid by the Education 
Committee direct, and calculated on the basis of 
Is. 6d. per place of accommodation at each School 
per annum (power being reserved to deal otherwise 
with special cases), the work of the School Care- 
takers and Cleaners to be kept up to the same 
standard of excellence as in the case of the Council 
Schools, and to be inspected by the Education 
Committee's Inspector of Caretakers. 

(d) That in Voluntary Schools where the 
accommodation is more than 500, an allowance of 
2s. per week be made by the Education Committee 
to defray the cost of cleaning material, and in 
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Schools with accommodation of less than 500 the 
allowance for such materials be fixed at Is. per 
week.

has fallen from 87'9 in 1906 to 8T7 in 1907. While the 
Girls' Departments remain the sam^e as last year there 
is a decrease of *2 in the Boys' and *5 in the Infants' 
Departments. This is doubtless attributable to the 
abnormal amount of epidemic illness during the year. 

The percentage obtained in the Voluntary Schools 
has been 85*9 as against 88*5 in the Council Schools. 
This serious disparity is receiving careful attention. 

On page 114 a table will be found which shows that 
2.718 fewer notices were served upon parents requesting 
their attendance before the School Attendance Sub-Com- 
inittec Meetings at Bristol Street Council School, with 
respect to irregular or non-attendance of their children at 
school during the year than in 1906 ; while there was a 
decrease of 1,138 in the number of parents who attended 
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oa appeal. The percentage of persons who appeared to 
the number of notices served shows a decrease of '4 during 
1907 as compared with 1906. 

The usual table relating to prosecutions before the 
Magistrates with respect to irregular attendants will be 
found on page 111, from which it will bo seen that 614 
fewer summonses were issued than in 1906. 

During the early part of the year the Chief Superin- |y,*j^™j^^ 
tendent, acting upon the instructions of the Sub- I'j.^^jj^^ 
Committee, presented a report on the system of enforcing 
school attendance, and in consequence thereof a new 
system has been adopted. The City has been 
divided into 40 areas and an Attendance Ofl&cer 
allocated to each. In every case the Attendance 
Officer is held responsible for the proper attend- 
ance at school of all children resident within his 
district ; and not less than one day per week is devoteJ 
to searching for children who do not attend any school by 
making a house-to-house visitation, so that a census of th(^ 
child population of the City, excepting a part of Edgbas- 
ton, will bo taken at least twice a year, and the results 
thereof reported to the Committee. Two Raid 
Officers, except when acting as relief in place of 
Officers absent from duty, devote their \^ihole time 
to making special inquiries in difficult cases, and in 
searching for children who do not attend school ; and a 
third Officer has been set apart to attend at the Police 
Court each morning and to obtain particulars of all chil- 
dren who are in custody and make reports thereon, and 
periodically to visit common lodging houses, the markets 
and other places, searching for children who are liable to 
be dealt with under the Industrial Schools Acts.

1906. 



On the 5th day of February a resolution was passed 
by the City Council delegating the powers and duties of 
the Education (Provision of Meals) Act (excepting the 
power of borrowing money or raising a rate) to the 
Education Committee, and the matter was referred to a 
Special Sub-Committee, consisting of the Members of the 
Attendance, Finance and General Purposes Sub- 
Committee, together with the Chairmen of the Elemen- 
tary Education, the Sites and Buildings and the Special 
Schools Sub-Committees, to consider and report. The 
Special Sub-Conunittee went carefully into the whole 
question and drew attention to the necessity which existed 
in Birmingham for making provision for the large number 
Oi underfed children attending school, especially as no 
voluntary agency now existed for dealing with those 
children. A society, known as the Birmingham 
Schools Cheap Dinner Society, had been in existence 
in Birmingham for a period of about 23 years. This 
Society was originated for the purpose of providing meals 
for the poorest children, and they had, with the aid of 
\()luntary subscriptions, for many years supplied from 
200,000 to 250,000 free dinners each year; in addition to 
which, free breakfasts had been supplied for a number of 
years through the generosity of Mr. George Hookham. 
The number of these breakfasts had during the busiest 
periods reached from 300,000 to 320,000 per annum. 
When the Local Government Board Order was put in 
force in Birmingham by the Poor T^aw Guardians in 
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January, 1906, the Cheap Dinner Society ceased to pro- 
vide meals, and about twelve months later it was decided 
to dissolve the Society in the earnest expectation that the 
local Education authority would decide upon steps which 
would put the whole machinery for the provision of meals 
upon a proper footing. Mr. George Hookham, however, 
for some time after the order was put in force, worked in 
conjunction with the Guardians in supplying free break- 
fasts to the fatherless and deserted children, as these 
could not be paid for by the Guardians. On the recom- 
mendation of the Special Sub-Committee, it was decided 
by the Education Committee to take action under Section 
8 of the Education (Provision of Meals) Act and to supply 
breakfasts only. The proposals of the Committee were 
reported to and approved by the Council in May last, and 
application was made to the Board of Education to sanc- 
tion the expenditure of a sum not exceeding £2,000 per 
annum out of the rates for the purpose of providing meals 
for school chldren who are unable by reason of lack of food 
to take full advantage of the education provided for them. 
The Board of Education, after consideration of the pro- 
posals, sanctioned the expenditure of a sum of £2,000 for 
the financial year ending 31st March, 1908. The 
development of the scheme has been entrusted to th«> 
Attendance, Finance and General Purposes Sub-Com- 
mittee, who have arranged all details for administering the 
Act, including the appointment of the necessary officers, 
and the operations were actually commenced under this 
authority in the month of June. For convenience in pre- 
paring and supplying the breakfasts there are four centres 
and eleven sub-centres. The four centres are at Fox 
Street, Kea Street, Summer Lane and Steward Street 
Council Schools. At each of these centres a number of 
ch.iidren are fed, and a supply of bread and margarine and
